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It’s a sad commentary on the 
times Dept.: 

We “cry” our eyes out be 
cause there’s a shortage of 
teachers to man our class¬ 
rooms and because college can 
didates bypass teacher train¬ 
ing. But when we do get ’em, 
wc turn around and boot ’em 
light out. 

Take the case of Joe Moltane, 
an example before us in our 
own backyard. Joe has had the 
job of teaching our sixth grad¬ 
ers at the local knowledge 
factory. He also drove the 
school bus on its daily rounds. 

He has a college degree that 
qualifies him for teaching, and 
while here he has worked to¬ 
ward his master’s—just to help 
make himself more valuable 
to us. He paid his own tuition, 
of course. It was an invest¬ 
ment, he hoped. 

But while doing all this, he 
had a few worries of his own— 
a family with a couple of kids. 
We paid him $2800 a year as 
a teacher. He couldn’t support 
his family decently on that 
amount. So on weekends he 
worked in a restaurant in 
Azusa where he lived. 

Any good businessman gets 
a reasonable return on his in¬ 
vestment. He expects it, or he 
gets out of business. And his 
customers don’t expect him to 
stay in business for nothing. 

That, however, seems to be 
just exactly what we expect 
of our teachers. And then we 
wonder why good teachers are 
hard to come by. 

Joe Moltane is quitting his 
job. He’s going back to New 
Jersey. And he’s not going back 
to the classroom. He’ll open 
some kind of a business where 
the customers will give him a 
reasonable chance to make a 
living. 

And this sore spot of educa 
tion is probably the breaking 
point of our so-called "progres¬ 
sive” education system. Our 
highly touted system fails be¬ 
cause we are able to show so 
little understanding and ap¬ 
preciation for what goes into 
the basic structure of any "sys¬ 
tem.” 

We scoff at teaching of the 
Three R fundamentals. But 
maybe we better cling to that 
until we’re ready for some¬ 
thing better. 

* • * 

So this being education week, 
we'll have to pass on the 
amazed reaction of an easter¬ 
ner to the progressive curricu¬ 
lum of a Southern California 
school which dazzled his 
Youngster. The kid reported his 
progress, from month to month, 
in such studies as roller-skat¬ 
ing, Indian yells, wading, 
swimming, firemaking, fire- 
extinguishing, softball, hard 
ball, top-spinning and other 
brings. What topped them all. 
however, was the youngster's 
announcement that the next 
day he was to begin a course 
in tree-climbing. 

He hadn't yet touched, appar¬ 
ently, Reading, 'Riting and 
'Rlthmetle.

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Large Crowd See Best

The committee pointed out 
that an official transcript of 
the full proceedings at the 
hearing must be made and cer¬ 
tified. Should the council adopt 
a decontrol resolution, it does 
not become effective until it 
has been approved by the gov¬ 
ernor and acknowledged by the 
Federal housing expediter. 

“The action of the govern¬ 
ing body on any local rent de¬ 
control resolution must be tak 
en on the basis of FACTS, 
rather than expressions of phil¬ 
osophy, attitude and opinion 
unsupported by the facts,” the 
committee said. This, the com¬ 
mittee said, was the most im¬ 
portant and necessary single 
policy facing a city council. 

The committee further point¬ 
ed out that the city council 
must place the "burden of 
proof and the obligation to 
supply facts on the persons fil¬ 
ing the petition and proposing 
decontrol.” 

The whole point on which a 
recommendation of decontrol 
rests is whether or not tbero 
exists a shortage of rental 
properties to warrant continu¬ 
ation of rent control. 

Petitioners should bring forth 
"some indications of the price 
levels of vacancies for sale and 
rent levels of vacancies for 
rent,” the committee’s report 
said.

FIRE 

FLAMES 


Two fire calls during the 
past month could have result¬ 
ed in something serious. Each 
one was plainly a case of 
carelessness and thoughtless¬ 
ness. We are entering the period 
when we cannot afford to al¬ 
low fires to get started. There 
is absolutely no sense in 'tak¬ 
ing chances. 

If children are permitted to 
play wth matches, we can ex¬ 
pect trouble. Matches MUST be 
kept from them. If small chil¬ 
dren are denied the right to 
strike matches, and the match¬ 
es are left within reach, there 
is always that temptation to 
steal away with some to some 
spot that is secretive and haz¬ 
ardous. Keep matches away 
from children. 

If we burn in the open 
amid dry weeds and dry house 
roofs, we can again expect 
trouble. Sooner or later, we 
will get it. Good fortune will 
not always protect us. Once in 
a thousand times will be 
enough for a fire to get away 
and start a home afire. This 
could easily be the time when 
a wind was blowing just the 
right speed to spread the lire 
from one place to another. 

Las’- Friday found the Norris 
drill c.-ew in Altadena at the 
County Fire Station wherj the 
men were given training in 
fire fighting. Next Friday, Ud¬ 
ell’s crew will attend the same 
routine. Preparations are being 
made for the forthcoming com¬ 
petitive drills. So successful 
was the last drill competition 
that it has been agreed that 
they continue. 

More time is needed for in¬ 
spection of yards. It doesn’t 
seem to matter how much is 
written or spoken abr ut the 
danger of poor incinerators and 
open burning there are those 
who do not heed. Even at this 
day and age, fire fighters will 
find a long time resident (who 
knows better) burning papers 
or rubbish in the incinerator 
with weeds and grass growing 
right to the base of it. Once 
too often is enough. We must 
give up the idea that because 
we have escaped fire for many, 
many years, we are not going 
to have one. It can happen and 
will happen.
